£chalnr, and all ihmugh the l*yrciuices. In 
the same year he ronnnandrd his rcguxieni at 
the tistile ol Orthcs, nnd for hia service in the 
Uefil mi Ihat day, his name was made houorrtblc 
mention irfin h'rigadc and uMxlslim orders. In 
tl.1. action Ihe loss in his Bgiraenl exceeded in 
killed ant) wounded half the strength ofthe 
corps, and out of twenty- two omecTs of the 
regiment, sixteen were cither killed or wounded. 
In Kit, he renniusndcil the Soib, regiment ai 
thr battle of Toulouse, when peace having 
been declared, he returned home with hi* 
regiment, then reduced to 1J0 mtm, nut ofthe 
i.tiginal iiumW of 1000. strong, which left 
Kiighmd nol more than eighteen months prr- 
vioualy.

Dublin, Nov. H. — Mr. Juatiea Cramp* 
ton attrnded to hear motlma of rntrtty 
and retired hefore eleven o'rdosk, having 
informed the Clerk of the Crown that ha 
was obliged to meet th* ether Judge*, 
who would be occupied tome time in 
hriring appeals in a Court of Error, but 
that th? Bench would be ready in about 
two hours. 

At it was generally knows that the ex- 
am ins I ion of all the witnesses hsd bete 
finished last night, and that the labour* 
of the jury, vriih the exception of their 
finding ou the billt, had thus ternitnatedV 
there was an unnmally uumaeata* atten- 
dance at the bar, and the public, who ri- 
hibiicd Ihe most lively anxiety to lean 
the deciaiun on the indictment. Th* 
court was most densely crowded, and 
some nf the barristers, in defiance of 
police regulation, clambered over the par- 
tition, and rilled the county grand pjry 
box. Hour after hour patted on, but 
still no judge appeared upon th* bench 
till abuut a quarter past three o'clock, 
when Judge Burton entered, and was im- 
mediately lolluned hy the Lord Chief 
Justice and Judges Crampton and Perrin, 
thus forming a full court. 

The Attorney and Solio tor-General tat 
in front of the Queen'a Cwutl. Meatft. 
Hay nnd Steele tat beneath lb* jury-box, 
ami with Mr. Duffy, of the Jvwttwtj were 
in attendance from an early hour. The 
Bench having waited for ana 
sent the Sub Sheriff lo the jury 
returned presently and tinted that they 
would be in attendance in a few miautea.
